SENATOR LANB: The Chair recognizes Senator Nelson.

S ENATOR NELSON: N r . S p e aker , members of the body, I, t oo, h a v e
h ad a g r ea t c o n c e r n . I can see increase for the cities, I can
see increase for the counties, I can see increase, r equest s a n
increase right down the line, but we' re truly not doing anything
for state aid to schools. Utility bills are going up, insurance
is going up. Most of the school budgets ar e i n c r easi n g , 6,
6.5 percent. Wha t are we doing? W e' re tu r n i n g ou r b a c k s o n
that, trying to be goody-goody to everybody and yet where t he
two property tax costs a re, a r e o u r sc h o o l s , a n d w ha t a r e w e
doing about it? We' re doing nothing. I guess maybe they' ve not
been the strongest lobbyists d own h e r e f or st a t e aid t o
education. Senator Noore 'is correct. I do have some amendments
filed, somewhat to give you the options. O n e is on IB 84,
20 million out of that. I . commend S enator Kr i st en s e n for
attaching it to this bill. I' ll go down the list of amendments
that I do have filed. I have one on LB 84 , $20 million for
state aid. That, to me, is property tax relief,or a t l e a s t i t
helps. It's not relief. It's just more or less to h old it
even. I ha ve an amendment on LB 89. Ny teachers would almost
like to kill me. They are saying that I 'm taking away their
money by putting LB 89 in state aid to education. I s impl y d o
not agree; 80 percent of the salaries of the school districts
are. . . o r 8 0 perc e n t of the cost are teachers' s alar i e s s o I
don't feel that I'm killing LB 89 by putting it into the system
that we have now and the current formulas without building into
something that we may or may not be able to sustain. I also
have an amendment on LB 736, the income tax reduction. I don ' t
know what the body feels about that. There is a credit, I think
a child credit, a credit to the el derly $8 mi l l i o n. I ' m
forgiving it back to the people that have paid the tax and I
think property tax or school aid is far more equitable than a
port i o n o f t ha t b i l l , but I ' m j u st t e l l i n g t he b o d y w ha t I h av e
filed. This is a real concern of mine. W e have, i f y ou go b a c k
one more year in state aid to schools, in 1981.
